Examiner rejected claims 1, 5, 7, 8, 11, 12, 21-25 and 27 under 35USC103a per Hoffman 
et al. (USPAT 6366682) and O'Flaherty et al. (USPAT 6275824). Also, claims 2-4, 6, 9, 10 and 
28 are rejected under 35USC103a per Hoffman, O'Flaherty and Beecham (USPAT 5876926); 
and claim 26 is rejected under 35USC103a per Hoffinan, O'Flaherty, Beecham and Rigault et al. 
(USPAT 6389428). Applicant respectfully traverses the Examiner's rejections. 



Hoffman teaches tokenless electronic transaction system, among other things, wherein 
buyer signals acceptance by adding to proposed commercial transaction personal authentication 
30 including a PIN and certain bid biometric sample from buyer's person (see Abstract). In 

particular, Hoffman (col. 9, lines 8-33) describes identification scheme using biometric input 
device with biometric scanner for fingerprint, voice input, palm print, or retinal information. This
